Economy of Production 

Professor Dowell emphasized the 
necessity Of more stability in farm 
operations and economy of produc- 
tion, Farmers were a bit too much 
inclined, in his opinion, to change 
from cattle to hogs or to horses just 
}as the market varied, 

“T am convinced, and It hag been 
| proved, that we can, in western Can- 
ada, feed steers to a profit,” said Pro- 
fessor Dowell. “Even with the ex- 
pense of shipping to the Old Country 
and the tariff againet our cattle into 
the American market we can atill do 
{t at a profit.” 

In fact, in the opinion of Professor 
Dowell, a man would be safe to bor- 
Dowell, a man would be safer to bor- 
any other form of livestock, barring 
horses. 

“We have got to condense our 
rough grains,” said the speaker. 
“That goes without argument.” 

He referred to the experiments in 
steer feeding that they had carried on 
at the University last year and this. 
At present they had some 66 steers, 
of better quality than last year, on 
various experiments, and speaking for 
the first ninety days, they had greater 
feline on oat sileage than on anything 
else. Right up and almost on a par 
with this was the oat and pea silage 
and again, almost in the same class, 


was the agtraight oat sheaves. He ad- 
mitted, however t,hat with the oat 
sheaves there wag a certain amount 


of waste, as the cattle lost if forced 
to eat right down to the hard tough 


ends. 
Results of Experimenta 

Mr. Dowell went into the details of 
their experiment, showing the amount 
of grains, hay and silage that were 
being used on the various lots, but 
their figures were not final now, he 
sald. At present, however, it pointed 
to the fact that the feeds centreing 
around the oat roughage had _ pro- 
duced the best results He empha- 
sized the fact that he was referring 
only to the feeding of beef cattle,

“We can't very well guard egainst @ 
man's own folly,” stated Hon, Mr. Brown- 
lee, “The standpoint of the munictpality 
must be considered in the matter of tax 
enforcement rather than the standpoint of 
the individual, I think one of the evils 
of our legislation hag been to encourage 
and owners to disregard their obligations 
to the state.” 

All Are Inciuded 

In reply to Robt. Pearmwon, the attorney 
general eaid the new act will apply tu 
citles a9 well as rural awnunichpalities. Dr. 
State, from the Libera! benches, made a 
plea for land owners in re#pect to depriv- 
{ing them of property, but BR. C. Marshall 
agreed with the attorney-general tat 
there had beer “too much paternalism for 
speculators in land. “Tae state has rights,” 
went on Mr, Marshall, that we muet not 
overlook Reasonable precaution for the 
righte of the taxpayer are sufficient, and 
I don't want to see the speculatora get 
|awa yand leave the provinve holding the 
bog.”

SALT 

Common salt, sodium chloride, is 
one of the essential constituents of the 
body, being found in every cell. Many 
fruita and vegetables contain a@ littiv 
alt; but the supply in the vegetable 
world does not meet the require- 
ments of the animal world, and both 
animals and men must have salt add- 
ed to thelr food. Salt starvation pro- 
duces death, more slowly than hun- 
ger and thirst, but quite ag surely. 
Excess of ealt, On the other hand, is 
poisonous, very quickly and obvious- 
ly in the instance of using salt water 
to allay thirst, but just a truly in 
many other cases of perverted taste.

Alberta now enters upon a new 
phase of its history in that it may 
be eaid that we have reached the 
stage where we must mark time in 
the trend of over-expansion that 
has overtaken by a considerable 
margin the extreme limit of our re- 
Sources of revenue. 

The time has arrived when we 
cannot view with complacency a 


Growing debt while our ponulation | 


and the resultant limit ons of 
our taxing ability remains more or 
leas stationary. 

That is perhaps the most diffi- 
cult problem that this new admin- 
istration will have to deal with— 
how the ever increasing demands 
upon the Treasury may be met 
without imposing new taxation 
upon the people of this Province, 
or if any taxation must be tmpos- 
ed what form it should take in 
order that all classes of the com- 
munity shall contribute their prop- 
er share to the public exchequer. 
For while there are those who 
seem to believe that all govern- 
mente have power to expend with- 

out limit and some magical way of 


embark upon—the fact remains 

that taxation in one form or anoth- 

er is about the only resort avail- 
able, when new or increased ex- 
penditures are demanded. 

Now, whatever the ultimate so- 
lution of this problem may be, a 
fa.: beginning can be made by a 
ruthless cutting down of all un- 
necessary expenditures, elimination 
of waste and the rejection of de- 
mands for new eervices. The next 
step will be to postnoone euch rron- 
er claims as may be made on the 
public purse until conditions wa - 
rant the undertaking of them 
without burdening the tax payer. 
We must be economical. not only 
because we beHeve in thrift, but 
because it is essential to the finan- 
celal health of this Province. 

New sources of revenue are not 
available to meet a much larger 
expenditure than has been usual in 
the budget of recent years, 

With the view that it is time 
to prune expenditure, to stop pil- 
ing up the Provincial debt, and to 
avoid making new demands upon 
the already over-taxed people of 
the Province there is no room in 
the circumstances to differ. That 
conception is so patently sound 
as to command approval without 
argument or recital of buttressing 


facts. 

Unfortunately the budget itself 
accords with these wholesome ob- 
servations about as well as the 
cash amount of the prodigal son 
agreed with the canons of finan- 
cial sanity. Relating the approp- 
riate facts of the budget to the 
several declarations of the Pre- 
mier the case stands thus: 

It is time to cut expenditure 
to the limit; wherefore the Gov- 
ernment is increasing expendi- 
ture by $3,660,466 and leaving out 
of account an item of $272,841 
which will have to be taken care 
of some way. 

It is time to stop increasing the 
Provincial debt; wherefore the 
Government proposes to increase 
the Provincial debt this year by 
$12,801,184. 

It is time to stop levying new 
taxes; wherefore the Government

Fordsburg Captured 
From Rebels and 
Infantry Clears Streets 


Johannesburg, Mar. 16-—-Advices 
from Fordsburg, timed late yesterday 
reported that government infantry 
was then clearing the streets follow- 
ing the capture of the town from the 
rebels. Many prisoners had _ been 
taken and the remainder were retir- 
ing on the Langlaagte river. 

Prior to the bombardment of tie 
town leaflets were dropped by aero- 
planes warning the women and child 
ren to leave. There was an immediate 
response, a steady etram of refugees 
proceeding to a special camp outalde 
the zone of bombardment. 

Although the houses tn Fordsbure 
had been deserted by the men, only 
women and children being found 
when the government forces entered, 
sniping at the government troops 
continued. One of the snipers, ap 
parently a woman, was shot, but 
when the body was recovered it ws 


to be that of a man in wo- 
mana clothes. Women carrying 
white flags sheltered some of the 
re 


rebels, accormiing to the military 
porta, while groups of children sur- 
rounded other rebels to facilitate 
thelr escape, 

Transvaal Scottish forces took 
Dunewart on Sunday by a frontal at- 
tack with the bayonet. but the stretch- 
er-bearers were unable to remove the 
wounded, owing to continued f 
from the houses, until relnforcem 
arrived in the afternoon, the reports 
gtate.
